President promises strong role in peace process; strain in ties seen put behind

WASHINGTON — President 
Bill Qinton has told His Majesty 
King Hussdn that be plann^ to 
take a more direct role in Middle 
East peace talks and both said 
tangible progress was possible 
this year. 

Mr. Clinton and the IGng held 
their first meeting and it was clear 
the new president was ^ng to 
put behind him tbe strained des 
between the United States and 
Jordan over Amman's refusal to 
back Washington in tbe 1991 Golf 
war. 

"We're moving toward a good 
relationship between tbe two,” 
White House spokeswoman 
Dee Dee Myers. 

“The two leaders discussed the 
importance of strong enforce- 
ment of United Nations sanctions 
against Iraq,” sbe said. “The two 
conntries will continue to work 
closely in pursuit of that ^al. 

Ms. Myers said Mr. C^ton 
and King Hussein reaffirmed 
‘^eir shared commitment to 


achieving tangible progress in tbe 
Middle East peace process this 
year.” 

“President Clinton reaffinned 
that the United States is oommit- 
ted to serving as a fell partner, an 
honest broker in these hist^c 
negotiations,” she said. 

Mr. Qinton, I^. Myers said, 
also told the King that '*he was 
^ing Co take a real direct role in 
it and we look forward to prog- 
ress.” 

Asked to elaborate on the 
(Greet role, Ms. Myers said only 
that Mr. Clinton “plans to just 
make sure that the process moves 
forward.” 

Questioned about the progress 
at pMce talks under way in 
Washington, King Hussein said 
earh'er, '“v/e are still a long way 
from getting th^, but diere is no 
other alternative.” 

King Hussein expressed hope 
that the Palestinians would be 
“able to speak for themselves and 
contribute their share in shaping 
the peace that is comprehensive 
and that is so very, very impor- 


tant to all of us.'' 

It was the King's fii^ visit to 
the United States since Mr. Clin- 
ton took office in January. 

Mr. Qinton emphasised the 
importance of Jordan's enforce- 
ment of U.N. sanctions against 
neighbouring Iraq. Ms. Myers 
said, but she declined to com- 
ment on the recent media reports 
about Jordan's role during the 
Gulf war. 

“We talked a lot about the 
peace process,” Mr. Qinton said 
as be bade faiewell to King Hus- 
sein. “I learned about the King's 
posiEion. He learned about ffie 
United States’ position. We 
talked a little about Iraq and the 
imperative nature of continuing 
to enforce those sanctions and 
being ve^ tough on them.'’ 

Mr. Qinton said they also dis- 
cussed efforts to democratise Jor- 
dan and modernise its economy. 

“We talked a Httle about Iraq 
and the imperative nature of con- 
tinuing to enforce those sanctions 
and being very tough of them,” 
Mr. Qinton told reporters after 


King Hussein's motorcade car- 
ried him away. 

But privately, senior officials 
made clear this was not viewed as 
a serious impediment to U.S.- 
Jordanian ties. 

“I believe the government of 
Jordan is working bard to enforce 
U.N .-mandated sanctions agmnst 
Iraq. There've been some lapses 
but these have generally been 
corrected when pointed out to 
senior Jordanian officials," a 
senior administration official 
said. 

About $35 miUton in U.S. eco- 
nomic aid for 1992 and 1993 is 
still frozen pending congressional 
approval which would follow cer- 
tification by the president that 
Jordan is complying with the 
sanctions. 

The money must be approved 
by Sept. 30 but no date has been 
set for the issue to be raised in 
Congress. 

The King, 57, is to check in to 
the Mayo Qinic in Rochester. 
I^nnesota, for tests next week. 

Tbe meeting came two days 


after reports that said Jordan 
gave miUtary help to Iraq during 
the Gulf war including the shar- 
ing of intelligence information. 

A White House official said 
Mr. Clinton did not raise the 
report with King Hussein, and 
Ms. Myers said there was “good 
personal diemistry between the 
two.” 

Also attending Friday's private 
talks were Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher and National 
Security Adviser Anthony Lake. 

Questioned after tiie meeting 
whether the U.S. administration 
had asked Jordan to apply the 
Iraqi emba^o more vi^rously, 
Mr. Lake simply stated that the 
importance of the sanctions had 
b^n discussed. 

Nb. Myers said Mr. Clintcm 
and King Hussein also discussed 
Jordan’s process toward demo- 
cratisation and respect for human 
rights, sbe said, adding that the 
president exprnsed hu support 
for King Hussein's “courageous" 
efibrts in this regard and noted 
that “this work will encourage 


long-term stability and prosperity 
in Jordan." 

During a photo opportunity in 
the Oval Office earlier in the day, 
Mr. Qinton appreciation for the 
“support of the peace process 
that tbe King has demonstrated 
so consistently.” 

“1 have the feeling that maybe 
all the parties have now con- 
cluded not that they have no 
differences, but that there is no 
alternative to peace,” Mr. Qin- 
ton said. “And if we do see this 
thing through and find some re- 
solution, that will be in no small 
measure because King Hussein 
for so many years has persistently 
pu^ed us toward peaM. And the 
United States will do what it can 
to help achie^ that.'*

Palestinian woman dies after tear- gassing

. kfilhazy offidals said Ms. Shra- 
fi died from apparent heart fai- 
lure unrelated to the tear-gas. 
Her b(xiy has been taken away 
for an autospy to determine the 
exact cause of death, they said. 

The army ^lot and wounded 15 
Palestinians during stone tlmw- 
ing incidents in Jabalya on Satur- 
day, Palestinians said. 

A four-year-old child hit in the 
stomach was listed in serious con- 
dition and several other women 
were among those hurt in the 
inddent.

A first group of Palestinians 
are set ro go to Jordan Sunday to 
undergo police officer training as 
the spearhead of a new force to' 
ratrol the occupied territories.

The departure of the 28 men 
from the main towns on the West 
Bank has been delayed numerous 
times. 

Israel proposed during pe^ 
talks in May an armed Palestinian 
police force for the five-year 
period of autonomous rule in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Candidates must be under 30 
years old and sdiool graduates 
with no criminal record, the 
sources said, but they reftised to 
reveal now long the training 
period would last and what it 


would involve. 

None of the 28 are from the 
Gaza Strip, which is scheduled to 
send a group for traiDing in Egypt 
at a future date. 

The creation of a Palestinian 
police force was envisaged under 
tbe 1978 Camp David accords 
which brought peace between 
Israel and Egypt. 

Israeli Police Minister Moshe 
Sbabal said the force bad been 
proposed at the ninth round of 
bilateral peace negotiations in 
Washington but he gave no fi- 
gures of 10,000-30,0^ men. 

The announcement led to pro- 
tests by Jewish settlers who 
warned they would never obey 
Palestimans. The anti-Arab Ka^ 
movement has reportedly begun 
training its own vigilante force. 

Tbe creation of a Palestinian 
force has also provoked ar^- 
ments among various Palestinian 
f^oos with those oj^)o^ to 
the peace process also rejecting 
the force. 


U.S. defends U.N. 
action in Somalia 
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MOGADISHU (Agencies) — 
The United States hit back Satur- 
‘^y at suggestions that United 
Nations troops in Somalia had 
lost control in bloody incidems in 
v^ich civilians were killed. 

“What coalition forces have 
been confronting were is totally 
alien to tbe customs and mores of 
their home cultures, international 
law and the Geneva Conven- 
tion,” said a statement by the 
U.S. liaison office in MogadisbiL 
It described how a Pakistani 
officer. Captain Syed Riaz Man- 
zoor. had been bayonetted repe- 
atedly and “eviscerated, his 
throat sht, his eyes goug^ out.” 
Capt. Manzoor is one of the 
soldiers of fee U.N. force, UN- 
OSOM, singled out in fee Amer- 
ican statement as carrying out 
“individual and group acts of 
courage and heroism.” 

Capt. Manzoor reportedly 
attempted single-handedly to 
cover the evacuation of soldiers 
wounded rn an ambush on June 5, 
^legedly by forces of warlord 
Mohammad Farah Adeed, before 
being overcome when he ran out 
of ammunition. 

The U.S. statement says UN- 
OSOM, “has been fee objea of a 
campaign of lies and innuendo as 
well as theatre pieces” staged by 
General Aideed. 

It denies suggestions feat the 
actions of the Pakistanis on June 
13, when some 20 Somali demon- 
strators were shot dead, was re- 
taliation for Somali ambushes in 
which 23 Pakistani peacekeepers 
died on June S. 

And it says American air 
attacks on Gen. Aideed’s stron- 
gholds over the past week were 
not indiscriminate, as some have 
cfaai^, but were carri^ out 
with “accuracy and care.” 

Using a phrase remiiuscent of 
the Gulf war and indicating the 
same sensitivity on the subject. It' 
said “collateral damage” — that 
is dvUian deaths — had been 
rare.

Aideed of running a “shadowy 
gang of terrorists" and of corrup- 
tion.

It said delegations from Syria, 
Jordan, Lebai^ and fee Pateti- 
nians had gone to Washhigtoo 
not for fee “sake of comprooiis- 
ing on feeir lands and rights or 
striking separate peace de^ wife 
fee Israelis, but in order to buikl 
a just, comprehensive and strong 
peace.” 

Tbe radio said the U.S.- 
spoiKored peace proc^ was still 
“on the zero scale” with tbe end 
of the first week of the lOfe round 
of Wafeington talks. 

Talks betiveen Israel and Syria 
deafeocked with each side look- 
ing to fee other to give ground. 
Israel’s talks with I^banon also 
took a sour turn. 

Israel refused to say how much 
of fee sirat^ic Golan Heists it 
would be to return to 

Syria. And Syria dedined to say 
what it might give Israel in the 
way of peace terms for a partuU 
pull-back. 

The Lebanese delegation took 
the position feat until Israel 
a^eed to withdraw from its 
“security” strip inside Lebanon’s 
border there would be nothing to 
discuss in the talks. 

The radio warned against leav- 
ing fee peace talks in a **vidous 
circle,” saying tins would deprive 
them of feeir impetus and create 
a very dangerous situation in the 
Mid(^ Ec^. 

It called on President Bill Qin- 
ton to accelerate his “active in- 
terventiofl” to translate Washing- 
ton’s role into feat of a 
partner in tbe peace talks by 
enforcing fee implementation of 
U.N. Securi^ ^uncil resolu- 
tions concerning the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

“Restoration of Arab land is 
fee key to peace,” fee radio said, 
“and DO ^ternative would ever 
be accepted tbe Arabs.” 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
Faronk Al Sharaa said in pub- 
Itfeed comments ^turday fee 
U.S. had said it wants tbe peace 
talks to succeed but is “on proba- 
tion” in its handling of negotia- 
tions as far as Syria is concerned. 

‘"The American role now is on 
probation especially for the Sy- 
rian si^ ... ” Mr. Sharaa said in 
renuuks carried by tbe Syrian 
news agency (SANA). 

Mr. Shai^ said that despite 
fee lack of progress in the talks, 
he bad been assured by officials 
of the Chilton administration that 
the U.S. wants the talks to suc- 
ceed.

It woold be a seeming reversal 
of U.S. policy not to reveal its 
ships' n^ear capadties to host 
nations. 

**We ara now on die list of 
Israeli bodies tbe sixth fleet noti- 
fies of its arrival," environment 
ministry spokeswiman Sari Zim- 
merman told the Associated 
Press. She said tbe notification 
was part of an expanded radiation 
assessment programme by the 
ministry. 

U.S. embassy 'spokesman Carl 
Chan smd the United States 
maintains a policy of not oonfirni- 
ing or denying nuclear capacities 
on its ships to any coontry. 

"The vKth fleet naturally noti- 
fies brael when h arrives hi order 
to get pennisskxi to dock,” Mr. 
Quo said. “It does not notify 
niinistriiu.** 

Ships of the Sixth Fleet regolar- 
]y dock at tbe Israeli p»ts of 
Haifa and Asbdod for rest and 
recreation breaks. Ms. Ziimner- 
man said tbe first check took 
place last month.

Djerejian named envoy 
to Israel; Ross coordinator 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
White House announced Fri^y 
that Dennis Ross, a dose aide to 
former President George Bush, 
bad been named as tbe Clinton 
administration’s special coordina- 
tor for Mddle peace talks. 

President Bill Ginton also 
picked A^istant Secretary of 
State Echrard P. Djerejian as 
U.S. ambassador to Israel, the 
announcement said. 

The two appointments signal 
the admnristration's intention to 
place hi^ priority on achieving a 
breakthroogh in Arab-Israeli 
peace tails, now in their 20th 
month and not showing much 
progress. 

“This b a crucial time for the 
huddle East peace process. It b 
imperative tfatt die United States 
have talcnfed dqtiomats wmlcing 
to ensure that the process, con- 
tinues to move forward,” said 
Mr. Ginton in tbe brief state- 
ment. Djerejian and Dennb 
Ross have my complete confi- 
dence." 

Tbe administration has been 
taking a mudi more active role in 
the talks than its predecessor, 
offering bridging prtqiosab^ alter- 
nately cqoHng arid chasing the 
participants. 

Mr. Ross, who worked in tbe 
Carter, Reagan and Bush admi- 
nistradons. 'bad been serving tem- 
porarily as an adviser to Semtary 
of State Warren Chiistopher. Mr. 
Oiristopiier was said by other 
aides to be impressed with Mr. 
Ross* ability to formulate strategy 
and troubleslioot problems, and 
he was reloctant to see him leave. 

Mr. Ross served as director of 
policy planning at the State De- 
partment un&r Secretary of 
State James Baker, and then 
moved with him to the White 
House last summer to help in the 
Bush reelection effort. 

Mr. Ross was asked to stay on 
with thb adnunbtration for six 
months but was planning to leave 
next month to bead a private 
Middle East tbinktank. Mr.

MajeM had been an informer 
who had led Iraqi troops to two 
Kuwaitis hiding from occupation 
authorities, the official Kuwait 
News agency (KUNA) reported. 


He had also possessed arms 
and ammunition without a li- 


cence. 

He was additionally sentenced 
to five years in prison with labour 
for stealing from Kuwaiti homes 
during tbe seven-month occupa- 
tion. 

The court acquitted a second 
accused, a Kuwaiti identified only 
by the initiak M.H., of a charge 
of helping Mr. Majeed lead Iraqi 
troops to the two hidden 
Kuwaitis.

For 2 better ride 


TAXIJ fN Jord.:n are like the weather in Britain. 
Everybody talks about them but no one seems to be 
able to do anything about them. With most of them 
run down, and their drivers in perpetually bad mood, 
the talk abont taxis has to be mt^y negative, and it is. 
Since taxi service in a modem sodeb^ is a necessity, not 
a luxury, it is only natural for citizens to lode at 
problems th^ face in this sector and try to find jost 
why they have a lot to complain about. But, first, it is 
the other side of the story that has to be looked at. 

Aware that the service fiiey provide to custmiiers is 
less than adequate, taxi drivers say they have thrir 
own grievances too. Those drivers complain of exces- 
sive regulations. They are allowed to operate only 
within limited zones; they have to obtain “a movement 
order”’ from the ofRces they belong to every three 
hours or so; they cannot play taped music in their cars; 
they are required to keep some form of ID plate inside 
fiiat is neither legible nor visible. Taxi owners also 
complain, and rightly so, that fares are too low to 
cover fuel expenses and driver wages. And because of 
government monopoly over licences, charges of cor- 
ruption ~ of huge sums paid to obtain a taxi office 
licence — are rife. Drivers in particular complain that 
they make very little money after paying fuel and the 
owners’ fixed daily share. On top of that, tam owners 
and drivers union seem to be placed with cormption. 
Drivers complain of extra charges which the union 
levies. And despite complaints by ttiem diat they are 
generally picked on by traffic police, it seems the 
authorities are unable to improve the qnality of the 
service altogether. 

Probably what is needed is a review of the whole 
issue. The auUimities, the owners, the drivm^, and 
most importantly the users, need to meet, discuss the 
problems at hand and cmne up with proper solutions 
for everyone’s satisfaction. Customers will certainly 
not object to pay a slightly higher price for a much 
better service. And owners and drivers will certainly 
want to improve the service if it means more income. 
Drivers should themselves get a better deal. Certainly 
if they secure more income they will pay more 
attention to the way they dress, look and b^ve. The 
authorities meanwhile have a great interest in impro- 
ving everybody’s lot. An efficient taxi service is both 
necessary and beneficial to the image and reputation of 
the country. Tourism, beh^ a major generator of 
nation^ income, can depend, among otho' things, on 
clean, swift and decent tax! service. The antborities 
are, foerefore, required to make sure that only dean 
and well-kept cars are used as taxis; that taxi drivers 
are taught at a special trainiug scIk^ bow to behave 
towards passengers before they obtain their licmces; 
that complaints are made posable and are processed in 
the swift manner; that violators are deprived of their 
licences. 

Those who choose to use taxis certainly need to have 
a proper service with the highest standard. They both 
deserve and expect the best. 


ARABIC PRESS COIWMENTARIES 


AL RA'l daily Saturday criticised Japan for seeking to end the 
Arab boycott of Israel, Japan has chosen the wrong moment to 
declare its intentions which it plans to declare openly at the 
industrial nations conference in Tokyo next month, said the 
paper. Japan’s recent reception of an Israeli economic delegation 
and its formation of a special task force to stimulate economic ties 
with Israel is also ill-timed, continued the daily. It is notio^ that 
Japan's moves coincide with the resumption of the Arab-Israeli 
puce negotiations which have so far achieved no pro gr e ss , said 
the daily. Indeed, sudt a move can only be constdered as an 
encouragement, by Japan, for the aggressors to pursue thdr 
violation of international laws, charged the paper. It said, that 
Japan's gift to Israel comes at a time when the Israeli authorities 
pursue mal-practices against the Palestinian population. No one 
can oppose Japan's mo\'es to speed up the peace process and to 
end the Arab-Israe!i conflict on the basis of U.N. Resolutions 242 
and 338 and the exchange of land for peace, said the paper. But 
said that Japan's move is ill-timed and can only be considered as a 
reward to Israel for ics actions and practices. The paper urged 
Japan to be careful and not to endorse Washington's continued 
bias towards Israel because, it said that such a move can only 
harm its own ties with the Arab world. 


A COLUMNIST in A1 Ra*i daily Saturday criticised the U.N.

Jordan 
is moving towards real, demo- 
cratic natioflal elections for a 
parliament next fall — the 
second since 1989, when the 
two brothers nudg^ Jordan's 
democratic experiment into 
bi^ gear.

-ledgeck-fmsunderstanding of 
the motives of King Hussein 
still liners in some backwaters 
of U.S. opinion.

What King Hussein and his 
brother and heir-designate, 
Crown Prince Hassan, have 
fashioned for their people is 
little short of phenomenal.

By legating Muslim activist 
groups and some extremely 
secular le^ political bodies, 
King Hussein’s successive gov- 
ernments have opened win- 
dows and doors to let in the 
fresh air of healthy ferment. 
This has pennitted a truly free 
array of newspapm, maga- 
zines and television broad- 
casts. Jordan TV has become 
so popular among Arabs who 
can view it outside Jordan, 
such as King Hussein’s former, 
pre-1967 subjects in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and in East Jerusalem, that 
neighbouring Syria has jam- 
med the broadcasts- for' 
months. 

With few exceptions, the 
chorus of the Jotdwian media 
is truly liberal. And topics as 
diverse as censorship, abor- 


tion, educational methods, 
women's ri^ts and even 
Muslim-Chnstian relations 
necessarily produce some 
cacophony.

Ethnic cleansing of Bosnian Muslims 
a success of the European policy

The conventional wisdom is that 
the inability of Europe and the 
U.S. to prevent the Orthodox 
Oristian Serbs and the Catholic 
Christian Croats from ethnically 
cleansing B^nia of the Muslim 
Bosnians was a deplorable failure 
for Europe and the U.S., espe- 
dally the former because it haf^- 
pened in Europe. The reasons for 
this failure were said to be “lack 
of lea^rship”, “lade of vision,” 
“frulure of nerve” and so on. 

All this is the exact opposite of 
the truth. The efimic cleanring of 
the Bosiian Muslims was a suc- 
cess, a brilliant victory, for the 
European poli^ which achieved 
exac^y what it was meant to do: 
to prevent the creation of a Mus- 
lim-controlled state in the south- 
eastern region of Christian 
Europe. Fux&ermore, this derign 
has been carried out with such 
skill and finesse that world public 
opinion, does not even know or 
guess ^at this cruel plot has been 
the mainspring of events in Bos- 
nia, althou^ there has been am- 
ple evidence on the ground of the 
plot being carried out. 

The Europeans have worked 
through sins of commisrion rather 
'than commission: by not acting 
instead of acting wrongty, by let- 
ting things happen, by not stop- 
ping the Serbs and Croats. It is 
because of this passivity that the 
master ;tiottera have not been 
identified since it is the local 
forces who did the dirty work and 
have taken the blame. 

Yet the negative evidence has 
been overwhelming. There has 
been the deliberate, repeated re- 
fusal to use force against the 
Serbs with a whole variety of 
utterly qjedous excuses. It was 
said tiiat aerial bombing would be 
inaccurate and dangerous and 
ultimately, ineffective, which did 
nnr count when it came to bomb- 


ing Muslims in Mogadishu. Once 
troops were put in for humanita- 
rian reasons, they themselves 
then became an excuse to do 
nothing about using force for 
political reasons because^ H was 
argued, that would put them in 
danger of reprisals. 


The reason for the steadfast 
refusal to Uft the arms emba^ 
on Bosnia so that the Muslims 
could get arms to defend them- 
selves is so specious that it should 
have given the game, the plot, 
away. Anning Muslims, it was 
claimed, would increase casual- 
ties. Why then did the allies give 
arms to the reristance fighters in 
Europe against the Naas‘with the 
certain knowledge that their 
attacks would bring brutal repris- 
als and casualties? 

One of the main reasons for 
western inaction was the fear of 
casualties and of dead men com- 
ing home in body bags. For bow 
could the West and the U.S. 
explain to the bereaved fomilies 
that their men had died defending 
Muslims, th^ aliens and erw- 
mies of the West? 


Europe had not wanted a Muslim 
state in the Balkans. Polite oUi- 
quty took over when the Tiir* 
Irish Pormgn Minister, Hikmct 
Cettin, told a NATO meeting on 
June 11 that if Europe did not do 
more in Bosnia, critics would say 
that its inaction was because the 
Bosnians were MusBms. The Ira- 
nians have made the anti-Mus^ 
accusation boldly and openly and 
Che Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference has done so half-hearted- 
ly. But who cares what partisan 
MusUms think or say as long as 
they do nothing? — udiich has 
bem the case. 


The biggest ringje {riece of evi- 
dence of the anti-Mu^m plot was 
the Vanoe-Owen plan to B(»nia. 
Serbia would remain intact, 
Croatia would remain intact, but 
Muslim-majority-Bosnia would 
be chopped up into ten pieces. 

But suspicions about what has 
happened are beginning to be 
ah^. U.S. Senator Joseph Biden 
has asked pointedly whether 
European reaction to Bosnian 
events would have been the 
same, if instead of Christians 
Irilliag Muslims it had been Mus- 
lims ttlliug Christians. A Croa- 
tian leader speaking on American 
television, and identi^ng himself 
as a Croat, said fully and frankly 
that the Christian stales of 


What do the Europe^s have 
against a European Muslim state? 
It must be said that that objeo- 
tion has an element of neatness. 
West Asia and North Africa, a 
large eoon^ area, is Islamic and 
Europe and North and South 
America are Oristian and each 
religion should stay in its own 
area. Isolated alien enclaves, 
either racial or religious, only 
cause trouble like the Christian 
Lebanese in Muslim West Asia 
and the Christians in northeast 
India or the Karens in Burma 
(the Christian Philippines fortu- 
nately are offshore islands). 


Apart fnnn that general “justi- 
ficaTOn** of Eun^>ean anti-Mus- 
lim hostility, there are more spe- 
cific reasons for it. There is the 
rooted, atavistic West Europe 
fear of Muslim hordes swe^ng 
in from the east. This has been 
revived by the “invaston" of West 
European countries by millions of 
Muslim immigrants — Turks in 
Germany, Moroccans and Alge- 
rians in France, Pakistanis and 
Bangladeshis in Britain, and 
these Islamic fifth cohuiuis are 
being radicalised and energised 
by ^ force of militant warn 
coming out of Iran and ocher 


Muslim countries. 

It is being conveniently forgot- 
ten chat militant Islam is itself a 
reaction to Christian hostility and 
pressure displayed t^’such things 
as support for the intniave Jew- 
ish entity thrust into West Asia 
and the defence of Salman Rush- 
die's vulgar and insulting attack 
on Islam in "The Satanic 
Verses.’’ 

If the British, French and Ger- 
mans are reacting fearfully 
against reactive Muslim immig- 
rants in those countries, the Serte 
and Croats have had no reason at 
all to react against the Bosnian 
Muslims. These have been not 
merely quiescent but positively 
indJ^rent Mudims, to the point 
of not identi^ng themselves as 
Muslims. The prind^ motiva- 
tion of the Croats andSerbs is the 
ancient memory of what 
experienced at Muslim hands 
during the Ottoman empire, de- 
cades and even centuries ago. 

One of the main reasons why 
the anti-Muslim plot has not been 
recognised for irim it is has beea is 
because the brave and honest 
members of the wesfeni media 
have described and dermunced 
the atrocities committed by Serbs 
and Croafsi which it was 
mistakenly assumed that the 
western governments were also 
against foe Serbs and Croats, 
though that is foe exact opposite 
of foe truth. There is all foe 
difference in foe world between 
honest western infoviduals and 
aid agendes and foe coldly calcu- 
lating western governments, 
whose calculations have com- 
pletely succeeded.

Israel gives Palestinian minors 


an early taste of jail life

GAZA CITY. Occupied Gaza 
Strip — Fretful mothers gather 
daily outside foe barbed-wire 
fenced Israeli anny headquarters 
on Nasser Street waiting to pay 
for tbe release of their young 
sons. 

It is a dassic scene in the 
occuped territories encapsuiatine 
the vicious cirde of violence and 
repression that brutalises the lives 
of the youngest to foe ol^st. 

When Israeli soldiers patrol the 
dangerous streets of the occupied 
Gaza Strip a volley of stones b 
never far behind, often qiarking a 
chase for the Palestinian boys 
remnsible. 

if those «4 k> are cau^t are 14 
or uflder, too young to be jailed, 
they are usually toked up at 
Nasser Street in foe hean of Gaza 
Qty. 

Mohaminad Suhatltm, 14, has 
been through the process twice, 
costing hb parents 2S0 shekels 
and 500 shekels they could 
tll-afford. 

The last time, a week ago. he 
was also winged by a bullet. Hb 
left-teg b ^1 bandied and he 
limps slightly. 

Suhailtni mocks foe army’s 
attempts to dbcipline him. *Tt 
dc^'t make any diflerence to 
us. What' Fve told you happens 
to nearly everyone round here,” 
he says pointing to the shacks of 
Shatti refugee camp here on the 
edge of Gaza Gty. 

Jihad Ei Shaarawi. has been 


detained three times. He said he 
has just emerged from 21 days in 
detention. 

“I was only 10 when they first 
took me to Nasser Street. They 
wanted 500 shekeb and took my 
father's I.D.. The second time 
they warned 500 shekeb but we 
didn’t pay. 


”A Study of 2,800 
children found that 42 
per cent had been 
beaten by the army, 


55 per cent had watch- 
ed beatings, 19 per 
cent had been de- 
tained. Pfinc out of 10 
bad inhaled teargas, 
dig^t out of 10 suf- 
night-tiine house 
raids.” 


"This lime they want 750 
shekels. I don't have any money 
and my fafoer has no work. I 
don’t know what will happen and 
I don't give a damn.” 

“Each time they blindfold me 
or beat me and ask if I threw 
stones, but I have never admitted 
it.” 14-year-old Jihad boasted. 

Raji Surani, director of the 
Gau Centre for Rights and L^. 
noted tbe fines rest soley on a 


military regulation, "There b no 
legal procedure, no court, no- 
thing.” 

He telb the stoiy of a 12-year^ 
old orphan detained for four 
days. “The army sent for his 
grandfather, but he couldn’t 
walk. So the grandmofoer went 
and they took her identity card 
until she paid 750 shekeb. 

“She could never pay so I paid, 
but how many times can you do 
that? 

“The Israelb have lost focir 
balance and dicecrion here,” Mr. 
Surani said, accusing them of 
“naivety." 

“They think that if the families 
are over-burdened they will pre- 
vent foe kids from doing any- 
thing. But par»ts cannot control 
their children ip foe camps any- 
more. 

An army spokesman said boys 
aged 12 to 14 are taken to Nasser 
Street, but no figures were avail- 
able on how many are held. 
Palestinians say much younger 
boys are also detain^, bltnd- 
foided, refused food and beaten. 

Mr. Surani said dozens are 
detained each month in Gaza. 

According to the army, foe 
maximum fine b 500 shekeb. 

But not all boys go to notary 
HO. Some receive a short, sharp 
shock. 

Abdul Hadi Ahmad, 6, and 
Rahmi Azzaim. 10, were caught 
by soldiers last week in the 
rubble-sirewn back-streets of 
Gaza's Sheikh Radwan district. 

Witnesses watched in horror as 
soldiers hung both their ankles 
from a rooftop. 


“They slapped me and kept 
pointing a rifle at my chest and 
asking me who threw the siones,” 
Rahmi said. “They told us th^ 
were soldiers who killed Palesti- 
nians and could kill us if they 
wanted.” 

The soldiers set them free after 
foe yoimger boy was so fri^t- 
eneo his ooweb gave way. 

The shooting dead of minors 
five Gaza children under 16 died 
from Israeli gimfirc last month — 
attracts headline news but pys- 
chiatrist &rad Ei Samj. who 
heads the Gaza Community Men- 
tal Health Programme, warned 
that many survivors face severe 
trauma. 

“The 'children of the stone’ are 
not made of stone. 'They suffer 
ptin and fear,” Mr. El Sanaj 
said. 

A recent United Nations Chil- 
dren's Fund report estimated that 
22,000 Gazan children have berui 
injured sinoe the intifada erupted 
in December 1987. 

A Gaza community study of 
2,800 children found foat 42 per 
cent had been beaten by foe 
army, 55 per cent had watched 
beatings, 19 per cent had been 
detained. Nine out of 10 had 
inhaled tear gas, ei^t out of 10 
suffered ni^t-time boiae raitb. 

“It is difficult to imagine the 
future of these children, even in 
p e a c e. It b certain howm^ that 
many will continue to harbour tbe 
pain, the guilt and the anger. It is 
also certain that some will turn 
against their own children and 
a^inst foemsdves," Mr. El Sar- 
raj said.

Yeltsin turns focus on poUs, 
but old problems remain

MOSCOW — President Boris 
Yeltsin appears to have buried 
prospects of a swift constitutional 
deal and is turning public fo^ 
on autumn polls to seal his 
power. 

But in switching priorities he 
faces the same problem that dog- 
ged him tfoougbout a year-long 
power struggle to overcome hard- 
liners' opposition to his vision of 
a free-market Russia. 

How can he adiieve his aim 
against the reristance of coo- 
servative deputies? Moreover, 
what guarantees does be have 
that a new parliament would 
prove easier to handle? 

“An election campaign is 
already under way in Russia,** 
Gennady Burbulis, a close Yelt- 
sin ally, fold re^rteis on the 
fringes of the president’s Kremlin 
Conrotutional Assembly, called 
to draft a replacement for the 
Soviet-era diarter. 

Mr. Yeltsin summoned the 
assembly 10 days giving it 
until June 16 to agm and et>- 
dorse a new constitution based on 
his propos^ for a presidency 
invoked with sweeping powers. 

The task was scarce^ realistic 
from the start. 

Mr. Yeltsin says he is happy 
with the work of its five sections, 
grouping regional leaders, social 
groups and parliamenta^ and 
government officials. But section 
leaders say there is little chance 
of an a^ed final draft for 
approval this month. 

First Deputy Irime Minister 
Vladimir Shumeiko says differ- 
ences persist on tbe >two key 
issues: presidential powers, espe- 
cially an unlimited licence to dis- 
solve parliament, and power- 
'sharing between Moscow and tbe 
regions. 

Alexander Yakovlev, a mem- 
ber of the section grouping feder- 
al officials, told reporters Mon- 
day tbe assembly would end with 
a joint declaration on June 16 or 
j 17. But he said it would recon- 
I vene a montii later and had every 
Jiope of success. 

• Mr. Yeltsin aims to preserve 
the assembly at least as a form of 
national “coundl’’ parallel to tne 
congress he hopes to break. 

Mr. Burbulis hinted it could 
assume state powers in the event 
of a head-on confrontation 
the present parliament. 

Meanwhile, the camp favour- 
ing postponement of a new con- 
stitution is widening. It-"now 
embraces politicians ranging 
libera] economist Grigory 'Yav- 
linsky to conservative parfiameiH' 
tary Qiairman Ruslan Khasbu- 
latov. 

For Mr. Yeltsin too, a new 
'constitution has never been 
essentia], but only a means to an 
end. That end was to break the 
challenge to his power and to his 
maiicet reforms by the conserva- 
tive Congress of People's De- 
puties, tbe top leg^ature. 

At tbe weekend, Mr: Yeltsin 
predicted autumn polls. 

This is perhaps tbe only area 
where Mr. Yeh^ and bis rival, 
Vice-President Alexander Ruts- 
koi, agree. 

Mr. Burbulis, a man loathed by 
hardliners, said he would tour the 
country this month sounding out 
support for a pro-'Yeltsin elector- 
al bloc as the basis of a new 
political party.

Mr. Burbulis saw any future 
campaign in clear terms, dividing 
the country into two basic parties 
— the “democrat-reformers’' 
who back Mr. Yeltsin and 
“odious revanchists’’ who resist 
him. 

The situation, as he well 
knows, is more diffuse and the 
dangers facing Mr. Yeltsin in an 
election far greater. 

Mr. Yeltsin used his control 
over television as an effective 
lever of influence during April's 
national confidence vote and 
would certainly not surrender 
that prize for an election. 

But Russians would be faced 
with a less obvious choice at 
elections. Mr. Yeltsin supporters 
formed an effective coalition for 
the 1991 presidential poll, but 
parliamentary elections could 
present them with a confusing 
'iray of groupings. 


New deputies could prove 
more accommodating than a con- 
gress tempered in the fires of 
umpteen presidential crusades. 
But, if elected for the firt time on 
the basis of parry lists and prop^ 
ortiona) repre^ntation. it couIg 
also prove a more disdpLLnes 
body capable of defying Mr. 
Yeltsin. 

That would be the risk the 
president took. 

Even if the Kremlin assembly 
agrees on a constitution, Mr. 
Yeltsin must find a way of giving 
it legal force. Regional leaders 
have already said the congress 
should be involved in passing it — 
something that -would reduce 
chances of presidential success, 

Mr. Yeltsin's best chances 
might lie in pushing through a lav.* 
on elections, leaving the cWs&ritu- 
tion to a future parliament. 

But even here, deputies 
baulk at signing their own politic- 
al death warrants by calling elec- 
tions.

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Germany’s Kohl brushes aside unions, 
pushes for overhaul of labour laws 


WASHINGTON fR) — Nor- 
way's cor.tnbudon to family plan- 
ning assistance in developing 
countries stands out as a generous 
exception among developed 
countries in an otherwise dis- 
appointing trend, according to a 
re^n issued Saturday. 

The Scandinavian nation top- 
ped 20 leading Orgwisation for 
Economic Cooperation and De- 
velopment (OECD) countries for 
per capita donations to develop- 
ing countries' population control 
efforts, the report by Population 
Action International said. 

With a contribution of more 
than S50 million in 1991. Nor- 
V ay's contribution to family plan- 
ning amounted to S12 for every 
Norwegian man, woman and 
child, according to the Rothprofit, 
Warrington-baled research and 
sdvocsey gnwp. 

It said Norway was dse only 
country to meet a donation target 
of allocating four per cent of their 
overall aid developing coun- 
tries toward family planning 
programmes. The target was set 
at a 1989 forum on population in 
Amsterdam. 

Other leading contributors sn 
1991 were the United States, with 
S332 million. Germany with S76 
n^illion and Japan with Sd3 mil- 
lion. the croup said. But per 
capita, the «;k)nations were only 
£1.38 for the United Stares. 94 
cents for Germany and 52 cents 
for Japan, it said.

AMMAN — Jordan lacks a soph- 
isticated administrative inb^ 
tructnre conducive to tbe imple- 
mentation of espoused privatisa- 
tion g(^. Dr. Reid told the 
qmiposiiun. 

Dr. Reid said that despite repe- 
ated affirmations by public cra- 
dals, particularly since the mid- 
1980s, Jordan resisted pre^ 
nres to firilow a path of ra|M 
privatisation and thus has made 
little headway in this area. 

She said Jordan had taken pri- 
vatisation measures since tiie 
second five-year development 
plan (1980-19») and it was ob- 
vious that the tiiird develoiment 
plan continued in the same vmn. 

However, Dr. Reid pointed 
out, tire eovemment has not yrt 
piivatisea any enterprises oona- 
dered appropriate candidates be- 
cause tbe centralised dedsion- 
malring at Cabinet level, qiedfi- 
cally ibe prime minister's office, 
has had adverse effects on institu- 
tion buQding elsewhere. 

'*As tbe implementing agencies 
lack i^nalified staff to see sndi a 
massive project throu^ success- 
ful^, they may be less willing to 
endorse such endeavours fiiUy,” 
Dr. Reid elaborated. 

Id addition, the lecturer men- 
tioued that market development 
was insufficient, at this point in 
time, to handle extensive parti- 
cipation of the population in such 
an effort. 


Top governmental and admi- 
nistrative officials and botiness 
executives are in ^neral agree- 
ment that privatisation is a neces- 
sary and worthwhile goal but, 
given the history of government- 
led economic development, sug- 
gestions for a gradual transfer of 
public enterprises into first pri- 
vate management and then pri- 
vate ownership, has seemed a 
reasonal approach. 

Yet, this avenue was seen as 
making little sense as it replaces a 
public monopoly by a private 
monopoly or substitutes public 
ineffidenqr with private ineffi- 
deucy. 

While the Jordanian finandal 
institutions are quite sophisti- 
cated, indusive of a small stock 
market, these institutioDS are not 
likely to handle a laiger scale 
partidpation of tbe private con>- 
panies soon. In addition, govern- 
ment intervention remains perva- 
sive at ail levels, induding in- 
fluencing decisions of the central 
bank to fixing prices of certain 
commodities. Dr. Reid asserted. 

Nonetheless, this does not 
mean that other steps are not 
viable. Hie government’s efforts 
must target structural reform to 
accommodate the needs of the 
country. 

Such options indude improve- 
ments in the management en- 
vironment of both public and 
private sectors, the increased 
emphasis on qu^ty and effiden- 
cy in production and service de- 
livery, and the devek^unent of 


alternate employment opportuni- 
ties in medium and small indust- 
rial enterprises in agriculture, tbe 
private b^tii sector, or the en- 
vironmental field. 

AMitional benefits accruing to 
these areas are that they streng- 
then revenue and devdopment 
(R and D) c^iadties. They can 
be performed regionally dis- 
persed, avoiding an over- 
concentration of such activities 
around the capital while further- 
ing the ^velopment of human 
resources at all educational 
levels. 

I m provements in the manage- 
ment of public and private cor- 
porations is a central ingredient 
of any reform strategy in order to 
increase entrepr e neurial capad- 
ties. The resulting productivity 
improvements will not only make 
Jordanian domestic products 
more competitive, but will also 
spur both product and process 
innovatioDS. 

Quality, rather than quantity 
must the key component of 
this strategy, she stressed. 

Several changes in manage- 
ment practices are requir^, 
however, to produce sura im- 
provements. Many Arab mana- 
^rs adhere to a s^le of manage- 
ment that favours centralised, 
control centred. formaHsed proc- 
edures while displaying a low 
degree of tolenmce for flexibility, 
conflict and diange. Motivational 
techniques centre on negative 
reinforcements rather than on de- 
veloping capadties at lower levels 
in the orgraisation. 

From idl that we know about 
organisations, such management 
style produces mediocri^,' aver- 
sion to take responsibility, play- 
ing favourites while reinfoidng 
power distance. Dr. Reid said. 


Likewise, protectionism from 
domestic and foreign competition 
perpetuates such attitudes. 

Companies such as Royal 
Jordanian Airlines under its pres- 
ident All Ghandour have demon- 
strated that poor management 
does not have to be endemic. 
Under his tutelage Alia has be- 
come a successful company in a 
clearly defined market niche. 
Emphasis on em^oyee training 
has been the hallmark of the 
company and has made ft a pro- 
ductivity leader. 

Its relatively small dze howev- 
er render it susceptible to eco- 
nomy downturns, a problem it 
shares with many other Jordanian 
enterprises. Unfovourable debt/ 
equity ratios heighten tbe Jorda- 
nian economy's dependence on 
domestic and foreign lenders. 

In admuustrative settings of the 
public sector, corresponding 
problems can be found that dam- 
pen any optimism about success- 
fully managing privatisation or 
en^gjng in visile public private 
partnerships that require the 
pooling of entre p reneurial talent 
frtnn both sectors. 

The deartii of managerial de- 
velo|Mnent at the lower and mid- 
dle management ranks must be of 
concern to both government and 
private industry. 

It is those individuals who 
would be responsible for the im- 
plementation of many privatisa- 
tion programmes* operational 
aspects. Jordan's emi^iasU on 
higher education has not been 
oondudve to developing tbe skills 
of these individuals. The insuffi- 
cient attention to management 
training and development in the 
pa^t imperils the success of any 
privatisation strategy, the lectur- 
er pointed out. 


Improvements also involve the 
opening of the “inner circle” of 
business and government lead- 
ership serving on various boards 
of companies. Corporate inter- 
locks perpetuate a principle of 
tbe rotation of elites to the detri- 
ment of smaller and medium 
azed private businesses lacldng 
access to centres of decision mak- 
ing. 

Companies so protected are 
less likely to be subjected to 
rigorous technical and financial 
ai^Traisal and may not aggressive- 
ly pursue die efiminatiou of poor 
management practices where 
they exist. Neither government 
nor compray will benefit from 
such practices in the long ran as 
they discourage excellence and 
sanction mediocrity. 

Likewise, protectionism of 
established industries from fore- 
ign competition discourages man- 
agerial improvements of troubled 
industries while penaliring mana- 
gers in successful ones. 

Finally, small and medium 
firms enterin| a new field in 
whidi competition currently does 
not erist should be encouraged to 
draw their emfrioyees from the 
public sector, ministries or the 
university setting, thus reducing 
the burden on tbe government. 

Whether individiu^ are wilUng 
to engage in such transfers is less 
certain. A limited incentive prog- 
rammes offered by the govern- 
ment to dsose firm hiring sodi 
persons could be considered. 

A second, complementary 
approach, would open up state- 
controlled enterprises to competi- 
tion to dtfaer existing (domestic 
or fordgn) private enterprises or 
other governmental agendas. 
Again, the needed entre^ 
reneurialism for such efforts is 


not likely available at a large 
scale and may run into resent- 
ment from 5tate>controUed enter- 
prises and governmental mana- 
gers. 

Joint ventures with foreign 
companies, the search for new 
exports markets in Asia and Afri- 
ca could be^ to lessen Jorda- 
nian dependence on tbe Middle 
Eastern markets and the political 
volatility besetting those maritets. 

Dr. Reid noted that it was by 
no means clear that large scale 
privatisation would shore op this 
situation. Institutional conditions 
had not changed that would war- 
rant such a conclusion. The abs- 
ence of large industrial market 
players, the heavy reliance of the 
economy on oommerrial trade, 
tbe slow development of tbe agri- 
cultural sector leave serious 
doubts whether tbe implementa- 
tion of any type of privatisation 
strategy can be successfully con- 
duded at this time. 

It may be more reasonable to 
attempt intermediate solutions 
such as contracting to allow admi- 
nistrative agendes to grow into 
regulatory roles and allow tbe 
market suffident time to adjust. 

Budgetary grals would also be 
met, without relinquishing com- 
plete public control. Sizeable ex- 
periences already exist in other 
countries to reduce the learning 
curve needed. Severe doubts re- 
main, however, whether a parti- 
cularistic administrative system is 
currently capable of even achiev- 
ing such more moderate goals.

Yeltan also was trying to soothe a renewed dispute 
over Russia’s diamonds and gold. Yakutia, with a population of 
about 1.2 million, mines about 35 per cent of the gold and 98 per 
cent rtf diamonds for Russia, which in turn account for about 
one-fourth of the world's supply of the uncut gems. 


NEW DELHI (R) — India's Congress Party dosed ranks ftinber 
behind embattled Prime Minister P.V. Narasimha Rao Saturday 
in foe foee of allegations that he accepted a suitcase of money 
from a stodebroker known as “Big Bull*'.

DMAKA (R) — Floods and 
storms rava^r^ Ban^ad^ have 
killed more thw 100 people and 
nearly 50 others are missing, also 
believed dead, officials said 
Saturday.

Thousands have been made 
homeless, and in foe capital Dha- 
ka many streets were knee-deep 
in water. 


Officials said 40 fishermen 
were missing after three trawlers 
sank in foe Bay of Bangal daring 
a storm Friday.

U.S. admiral: 10 carriers may lead to problems 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Pen- 
tagon fxoposal to cut foe navy to 
10 aircraft carriers could lead to 
longer deployments for sailors or 
a lack of U.S. militaiy presence in 
certain areas of foe world, the 
navy's top admiral warned.

Iraq has complained to the

CAIRO (.Agendes) — Police 
Saturday detmned 65 su^^ects af- 
ter a bomb packed with nails 
went off in a crowded slum dis- 
trict of the Egyptian capital and 
killed seven people, sparldng pro- 
tests a^inst Islamic militants. 

The blast late Friday, the 
ei^th in Cairo so far this year, 
caigetted the northern district of 
Sbubra. It ripped through a work- 
ers’ shed used by French en- 
gineers on the site of a new 
subway line. 

Pdi« raided several districts 
of the capital and rounded up 65 
MosUm fundamentalists on suspi- 
don of involvement in the bomb- 


mg. 

Seven Egyptians were killed 
and 20 wounded, induding four 
udio were listed Saturday in critic- 
al condition. Two of the dead 
were children. 

There was no immediate claim 
of responsibility but the ofridal 
news agen^ M^A said the 
bomb appeved to be of a son 
used in devious blasts blamed on 
Islamic militants. 

The bomb, made up of TNT, 
sprayed nails whidi were found 
embedded in nearby walls and 
also started a fire. Most of the 
casualties were in a cafe. 

Reridents of Shubra, home to 
one million inhabitants, held pro- 
tests late Friday to denounce the 
escalation of violence. 

The latest attack came just 
hours after Defence Minister 
Hussein ‘Tantawi warned the 
army would be deployed “if 
necotsary*' to combat the year- 
long campaign by Islamic miii- 

S pts to overthrow the gowm- 
ent. 

The armed forces would re- 


main “ri^lant” and '‘coaid inter- 
vene if the situation required it,” 
be said. 

In the last bombing, also 
blamed on the mili^ts,, two 
E^ptians were killed and ax 
BritUb tourists injured on June 8 
on the road to the Pyramids. 

In the southern city of Assiut, a 
centre of Islamic extronism, two 
people were killed and three 
wounded Saturday when gunmen 
tried to assassinate the head of 
the local police intelligence unit, 
police said. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Ahmad 
Makary, a bystander and an aide 
were among the wounded and a 
second aide was killed in the 
atta^ at the city's main rail sta- 
tion, said an officer. The second 
dead man was one of (he gun- 
men, bit when police returned 
fire. 

Police said the attempt on Col. 
Makary's life was believed linked 
to his discovery two days earlier 
of a shipment of explosives 
headed from Assiut to Cairo. 

In Friday night's Cairo blast, 
the opposition A1 Wafo ncwsiMp- 
er speculated that the exploriVes 
could have been aimed at the 
French contractors. But the blast 
came at night on a holy day when 
neither French nor Egyptian 
workers were at the site. 

The Egyptian authorities 
meanwhile decided to control all 
foreign mail as part of a crack- 
down on Muslim frindamentalist 
unrest, an Interior Ministry ofii- 
dal said. 

"We have found out that ter- 
rorists are receiving instructions 
to carry out attacks in letters 
mailed from abroad,” the official 
said. 


In May the authorities decided 
to restrict telephone and telefax 
links from Afghanistan, Iran, 
Pakistan and S^an, as part of 
the campaign to combat Islanuc 
nulitants. 

Egyptian Islamic militant lead- 
ers are suspected of living in these 
countries. 

blamic militant Sarwat Sayed 
Hamad, 22, was killed in a shoot- 
out with poHce in Assiut after be 
was stopped for an identity check 
in the city's train station. 

Mr. Hammad and a colleague 
who later fled opened fire on 
policemen, killing one and 
wounding two. 

Ifolice said the militants be- 
longed to the outlawed A1 
Gama'a A1 Islamiyeh and de- 
scribed Mr. Hammu as "one of 
the most dangerous terrorists and 
a leader of the Gama'a who took 
part in several terrorist attacks.” 

The Gama'a has led the year^ 
long campaign to destabilise the 
government, with the to uri sm in- 
dustry bearing the brunt of their 
violence. 

The militants have stepped up 
their campaign in recent months, 
at the risk of onpopalarity among 
the poorest sector of Egyptian 
sodety which sympathies with 
their cause and benefits frxnn 
social welfruu programmes run by 
Muslim fundamentalists. 

A military court sentenced 
seven militants to death in April 
and ordered jail terms for 25 
offiers after finding them guilty of 
several of the a ttacfcs. 

A militant leader believed to 
have led attacks on tourist targets 
in Upper Egypt, 23-year-o(d 
^imad Zaki. was shot dead in a 
police raid in Asriut on March 17. 


Brotherhood protests price hikes

AMMAN — The Muslim 
Brotherbood movement Satur- 
day criticised the govenunent 
over the recent increase in the 
price of kerosene and power 
tariffs in line with Jordan's 
economic restructuring prog- 
ramme and accused the execu- 
tive authority of going beyond 
what it described as a caretaker 
capacity. 

It was the latest salvo agrunst 
the government of Prime 
leister Abdnl Satam AI Ma- 
jali by the Brotherbood, which 
is lotted in a conflia with the 
^binct over the 20-month-old 
peace process and possible 
changes to the Election Law. 

The Brotherhood, which re- 
jects any dealings with Israel, 
opposes the peace process 
saying negotiations with the 
Jewish state cannot produce an 
equitable settlement to the 
Puestinian conflict. 

The Isiamists, who have the 
largest parliamentary wing 
with 23 seats in the SO-member 
Lower House, also rule out 
any government-introduced 
,dianges to the Election Law. 
They argue that any amend- 
ment to the law diould have 
parliameniaiy endorsement. 

"As soon as this government 
took office, it moved to in- 
crease the prices of basic com- 
modities such as fuel 
(kerosene) by 20 per cent and 
electricity by 14 per cent in 
-addition to 19 other items.” a 
statement issued by the 
Brotherhood said Satuiday. 

"Tlie increases add to the 
burdra of the poor, who are 
already straining under 
costs of living.'* added the 
statement. 

"We would like to remind 
the government of the pledges 
made by previous governments 
that prta of basic commod- 
ities will not be increased with- 
out pariiamentary approval,” 
the statement said. 

It accused the government of 
‘^ignoring the existence of Par- 
fiament and usii« the recess of 
Parltament to unplement its 
decisions.” 


Parliament recessed in 
March ahead of the next elec- 
tions, expected to be held later 
thb year. Deputies maintain 
that their term does not expire 
until the elections and as such 
the govenmient is dutybound 
to call an extraordinary session 
if needed to discuss important 
issues. 

However, a Brotherhood- 
led effort to get 41 signatories 
from the House to demand an 
extraordinary session has not 
borne fruit. 

The sharpest attack against 
the MajaH government, which 
took office May 29, came in 
the context of what the 
Brotherhood sees as a limited 
man^te given to the Cabinet. 

The fetter of af^mntment 
pven to Dr. Majali by Hb 
Majesty King Hussein is inter- 
preted by the Brotherhood and 
similar groups as designating 
the government as transitional 
and entrusting it with supervis- 
ing die next general el^ons 
and mainlaining and accelerat- 
ing the pcM process. 

"We remind the government 
of its temporary status which 
docs not allow it to adopt 
policies that are adopted by 
more permanent govern- 
ments.” said the Brotherhood 
statement. 

Dr. Majali and members of 
hb Cabinet have rejected the 
assertion that the govenunent 
has only a caretaker capacity. 
They have warned against tak- 
ing it for granted that the 
government would resign after 
the elections and affirmed that 
the possibility of it continuing 
in office after the polb has not 
been precluded. 

No ^*crruncnt official was 
immediately available for com- 
ment on the latest Brother- 
hood criticisni. But offidab 
have said that the price in- 
crease have built-in provisions 
to ensure that the poor arc not 
taxed. 

They say that a mechanism 
to cofflpenrate genuine users of 
kerosene will spare the poorer 
class and point out that the 
hike in power tarrifis applies 
only to censumers of 300 kilo- 
watts or more per month — a 


parameter seen as not applic- 
able to the low-incomc ^up. 

They also maintain that the 
dianges to the consumptimi 
law structure do not mean an 
imm^'ate increase in pricra 
since the tax was already in 
force for more than one year. 

The goods covert under 
the levy, they say, are not basic 
commi^ities. 

The offidab say that the 
implementation of these mea- 
sures were inevitable since 
they were part of Jordan's eco- 
nomic recovery programme 
agreed with the International 
Monetary Fund (IM^ and the 
World Bank. 

Without adopting these ac- 
tions, they argue. Jordan could 
not hope lo secure the manda- 
tory IMF certification for its 
debt rescheduling talks and 
have access to a S160 million 
World Bank/Japanese credit. 

The Brotherhood statement, 
issued in the name of the pac- 
liamentaty bloc of the move- 
ment, did not refer to (he 
government explanations. 

A leftist gr(Mp, the Jorda- 
nian Democratic People's Par- 
ty. issued a similar statement 
last week, criticisiag the price 
increases. 

The Brotherhood, however, 
did not seek to assume a cham- 
pioning role against the price 
hikes. It called on “all our 
colleagues in Parliament and 


all political forces and groups 
to declare their ooposition to 


to declare their opposition to 
the present government's poli- 
cies and try to change them.” 

It said that the price in- 
creases bad wiped the positive 
impact of the recent incre- 
ments {dven to civil servants 
and insisted that “any price 
increases should go hand in 
hand with raising the standard 
of living." 

The statement argued that 
(he price increases will reduce 
consumption and as a result no 
new investments would be 
forthcoming. 

"Increases in cost of living," 
* said the statement, "will le^ 
to insecurity and instability in 
society — an outcome that will 
abort World Bank and IMF 
help."
